ALIEN LAND LAW AND CROP 
CONTRACT 


ARD on the decision of District Judge Maurice 

T. Dooley of San Francisco, concurred in by 

two other federal judges, upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the California anti-alien land law, for- 
bidding aliens ineligible to citizenship from owning 
or leasing agricultural land, comes the opinion handed 
down by the United States district court of San Fran- 
cisco that crop contracts entered into by aliens are not 
jn violation of the state’s anti-alien land law. This is 
interesting. In the earlier decision the effect was to 
place no restraint upon state and county authorities 
in preventing a citizen from leasing his land to a 
Japanese alien. The federal judges declare that such 
a leasehold constitutes an interest in agricultural land, 
and nothing in the treaty with Japan secures to Japa- 
nese subjects living in this country the right to pos- 
sess, acquire, or enjoy agricultural land or an interest 
therein. Apparently, this effectually debars the Japa- 
nese from cultivating state land under lease, but the 
later decision, in respect to crop contracts, gives com- 
fort to the Oriental alien. According to the opinion, 
there is nothing in the anti-alien land law which pre- 
vents an alien from entering into a cropping agree- 
ment whereby he gives his labor for a share in the 
crops raised, in which view the same federal judges 
that upheld the constitutionality of the state anti- 
The decision defines the dif- 





alien land law coneur. 
ferences between a land lease and a cropping contract, 
in that the alien party to it has no interest in the 
reality. The federal jurists justly say that the erop- 
per, being a lawful resident of the United States and 
of the state, his right to ordinary pursuit of agricul- 
ture is not to be denied or curtailed, providing always 
that he does not acquire an interest in the land which 
he is cultivating. This would seem to be sound in 
law and equity.

CHAMPIONSHIP FOOTBALL AND 
COMMERCIALISM 


ASADENA newspapers, and some that are 
P printed elsewhere, have been inclined to accuse 

the University of California of commercialism 

for asking for a fair proportion of the receipts 
from the Pasadena game. As a matter of fact, the 
University of California’s position was the only thing 
that could have delivered the Tournament of Roses 
committee from an accusation of commercialism, The 
large universities of the country do not have to come 
to Pasadena to play championship football games, 
away from university grounds. The Stanford stadium 
is the greatest in the west for an intersectional con 
test and the western champions would be justified in 
playing the university championship games there, 
under university auspices, where all of the profits 
would go to the universities and would be used for 
sueh worthy purposes as the one to which the Cali- 
fornia portion of this year’s money will go, namely, 
to the Memorial Stadium. 

The members of university football teams do not 
profit from these contests in any material way. They 
are fighting for the suecess and good name of their 
Alma Mater. They shrink from the sort of notoriety 
some of the sensational sports writers, who are ac- 
customed to handle prize fighters, professional base- 
ball players, give them. The financial end of the 
sport doesn’t touch them. The portion that goes to 
the university, makes it possible to finance many 
worthy student activities that would not otherwise be 
self supporting, such as tennis, 
basketball and journalism.

harder for Pasadena to 
secure high grade universities to send their football 
teams to make a ‘‘Roman holiday.’’ The crowds that 
gather for the annual holiday game are not made up 
of college students and alumni of the contending 
universities. While there is a liberal sprinkling of 
tLese, there is a tremendous attendance of the folks 
who are attracted to any fashionable athletic spectacle, 
whether it be a championship prize fight or a world 
series baseball game. Between plays they delight in 
throwing rolled newspapers at enthusiastic rooters who 
may forget themselves and stand up or in booing at a 
policeman who has to walk through a little mud. 
Many of them do not know from one moment to 
another which team has the ball. . 

The commercialism of this game, if there has been 
any, is not on the part of any university or any team, 
a point that any fairminded person will agree to, when 
he hears all of the details of the case, which have not 
as yet been printed. 

When universities play each other, as a rule, the net 
proceeds of the game are divided equally between the 
two teams. Outside of nominal rental for grounds and 
the actual cost of staging games, excessive profits 
from amateur athletic contests are frowned upon in all 
parts of the United States. It is for that reason that 
the most careful safeguards are placed about the 
games arranged for conference teams in all parts of 


the country.—Riverside Enterprise.

D. Tagawa, editor of the Oriental Economist in 
Tokyo, furnishes this list of Japanese prices, trans- 
lated into our money: Chicken and beefsteak, $1 a 
pound; milk, 38 cents a quart; sugar, 16 cents a 
pound; bread, 10 cents a pound. 

High cost of land is the chief reason for high prices 
in Japan, says Editor Tagawa. “There is no farm 
land in Japan that costs less than $500 an acre. In 
the vicinity of Tokyo and Osaka, it runs from $1500 
an acre up.”’ 

In competing against us for Chinese trade, Japan’s 
only real advantage appears to be geographical near- 
ness to the market. 

Japan has 57,000,000 population, but only 3,000,000 
of them are allowed to vote. Cannot vote over there 
unless you pay a land or business income tax equiva- 
lent to $1.50. With only three in 57 paying income 
tax and voting, Japan has a big poverty problem. 

These facts are from a speech by Dr. G. E. Uyehara, 
teaching political science in Meiji University, Tokyo. 
For discussing universal suffrage in his classes, he 
was dismissed. Got his job back when students 
struck in protest. 

Free speech and suffrage cannot be permanently 
shackled, even in imperialistic Japan. Opposing them 
is like fighting the law of gravity —San Bernardino 
Telegram.

We are 
demonstrating that a man made harbor 
in the right place, built to order and 


arranged to a plan, can be built, equipped 
and operated cheaper than a great natural 
harbor, which must be utilized where and 
as Nature made -it. The business of the 


harbor, like the harbor itself, is still in 
its infancy. The development of that 
business can proceed no faster than the 
development of the harbor itself. It is our 


first and most essential business to see to 
it that the harbor develepment proceed 
rapidly, intelligently, efficiently—and that 


means that it proceeds free from the 
influence of any brand of petty local 
politics. This city must bear in mind 


that it has grown up—that the time for 
“small town stuff” is past, that petty 
bickerings and debates and paltry feuds 
should have no part in the harbor program 
of this great city. To this end the in- 
fluence of every good citizen in Southern 
California should be directed—there is no 
more vital and immediate problem berore 
us. 

The other three problems are in reality 
one—they have to do with the larger 
definition of Southern California and with 


the coherence and _ co-operation of its 
elements. 
1. We must recognize that Southern 


California has been enlarged, that economic 
boundaries eventually supercede arbitrary 
political boundaries, that Arizona and 
Utah are economically and financially a 
part of Southern California, that there is 
no economic distinction between the Im- 
perial Valley and the Salt River Valley, 
that the development of this city as a 
great industrial and financial center is 
dependent, in part, upon this sort of en- 
largement of its sphere of influence. The 
financing of Arizon and Utah, for example, 
by Southern California financial institu- 
tions must not be hampered by arbitrary 
boundaries or arbitrary laws. 

2. The co-operation and loyalty of the 
people in this augmented territory to this, 
their logical center, industrially and fin- 
ancially, must be conserved and protected 
and augmented. There are too many op- 
portunities for breaking down this spirit 
of co-operation unless we adopt it as an 
underlying fundamental in each situation 
rather than put it to trial with each 
specific problem which may arise. It 
must not be threatened by anybody’s 
ambition or anybody’s propaganda, private, 
municipal or state. If it 1s involved in 
the ambition of the city of Los Angeles 
for the development of water rights on the 
Kern, the Kings or the Colorado rivers, we 
must accept it as fundamental that the 
of our outlying communities 
that are essentially flesh of our flesh must 
be preserved. There is a relationship be- 
tween this city and the cities of its back 
country that is without a counterpart in 
the United States. It ought to be held 
a sacred thing—it must be so held. 

3. We face reapportionment fight 
California. It may be in a special ses- 
sion of the legislature—tt may be in the 
regular session a year hence. That fight 
will be for the recognition of the larger 
rights based on increased population of 
Southern California. The old intrenched 
communities of the north that have not 
Kept pace with us in growth will fight 
bitterly for what appeals to them as their 
vested rights. Inevitably that fight will 
develop sectional lines, ana augment sec-

DEATH TAKES 
OLDSILVER MINER 


Many mining reminiscences were in cir- 
culation yesterday among the old timers 
by news of the death of Thomas L. Mc- 
Farlane, who was one of the oldest mining 
men in San Bernardino. 


McFarlane spent most of his mining 
activities in digging silver. One of the 
stories he used to tell was that he sold 
a large shipment of silver pullion at $1.36 
an ounce. Those who had heard the story 
did not remember when the sale was 
made, but believe it was sometime in the 
sixties. 

That is probably the highest price ever 
paid for silver in this county, or at 
least McFarlane claimea {ft was. 


Statistics of the Worlta Almanac show 
that at only one time in the history of 
the ocuntry did the price of silver reach 
the $1.36 mark, in 1859. As McFarlane 
did not arrive in California until the 
fall of that year, it is probable that the 
sale was made later. Mining men agree 
however, that it was possible that silver 
might have touched the high mark later 
in 1859 for brief perioas, as it remained 
vry high for more than a decade after 
that, it having been $1.29 at the time of 
the “crime of ‘73.” 

Since those days silver has had many 
ups and downs. At the present time it 
is selling at about $1 ana the market has 
caused considerable activity in silver 
properties in the past year or more.

Plan New Building Ordinance 

After pointing out to the Coun- 
cil that the present city buillding 
ordinance appeared to have been 
drawn principally for the purpose 
of making a monkey out of the 
man who attempted to enforce it, 
O. S. Roen, city service manager, 
was last night given authority 
by the city governing body to 
draw up a more workable ordin- 
ance for its approval. 

Mr. Roen declared the present 
ordinance so voluminous and con- 
tradictory that most anything 
could be proved by it and cited a 
number of instances to illustrate 
his point. 

Fire Department Report 

According to the annual re- 
port of Fire Chief Harry Nelson 
and secretary Arthur I Peterson 
of the city fire department, pre- 
sented to the city council last 
night, 40 calls were received dur- 
ing the year just closed, 35 being 


within the city limits and five 
outside. A total of 7100 feet of 
hose was laid. Loss from fire | 
within the city limits amounted 
to $5200 and loss outside the 
city from fires to which the de- 


partment was called amounted to 
$5515. The majority of fires re- 
sponded to were caused by trash 
piles or dried brush and grass. 
City Not Liable 

In regard to the recent claim 
of T. R. Bruck. for damages in 
the amount of $65.16, alleged to 
have been sustained by his motor 
ear when he drove it into a 
hole caused by the settling of a 
sewer line in Monterey avenue 
during a storm, City Attorney 
Ben F. Warmer, following an in- 
vestigation, last night reported to 
the city council that the city was 
in no way liable. 

Causes Mild Panic 

Discovery yesterday in one of 
the primary rooms at the Central 
Grammar School of a small boy 
suffering in the adyanced stages 
of diphtheria, caused a mild panic 
among children and teachers. 

The child is reported not to 
‘have been so ill but what he eould 
run about and play with the other 
children, but his nose and mouth 
are said to have been full of 
paalitpera membrane. 

Dr. S. P. S. Edwards, city 
health officer, superintended the 
iserobbing of all desks, floors and 


| blackboards with hot water and 
‘soap, before thoroughly fumiga- 


ting and all books and other art- 
icles which the child had handld 
‘were burned. 

All other pupils in the room 
‘were subjected to a very careful 
jexamination by the health officer 
land school nurse and no further 
isigns of the disease discovered.
